made by the Consolidation Company 
to completely remodel the Montana 
mine at Fairmont with a view to in- 
creasing its efficiency and enlarging 
its output.

The crisis which, the industry faces today is far more 


acute than the one which, caught us ia February of 1915. 
First, because the bakers have since then practically ex- 
hausted the ordinary means of reducing •weights ad exer- 
cising economies; second, because, while fiour alone was 
high then, everything is high now. 
Flom% shortening, 


sugar, milk, wrapping~paper, feed, gasoline, fuel, etc., have 
all advanced in two years from 35 to 75 and 100 per cent, 
and new measures must be resorted to, and that at once. 


It is now a case of immediate increase in the price of 


bread, either by a 20 or 25 per cent reduction in the size of 
(.he loaf, or by raising the selling price an equal amount 
The small loaf cannot be reduced 25 per cent in size and 
have a salable loaf left. If the 5-cent loaf be abandoned, the 
10-cent loaf must be reduced 20 per cent in size, and in 
many instances this will mean new pans, or at best an in- 
crease in the supply, all of which requires ^time; and i£ 
large numbers of orders are placed at once, serious delay 
iu getting them out will be encountered. 


So under these conditions we have decided to continue 


making our high quality bread and same weight as usual 
and advance our prices to six cents for the small,loaf and- 
12 cants for the large loaf until the flour market -returns to 
normal conditions again.
